The doctors have the most danger- 


ous job. the airmen the safest, cav- 
alry are no longer used, unless as in- 
fantry. 


These yarns about the average life 


of an officer at the front being less 
than two weeks, or a surgeon less 
than a month, are of a piece with the 
fanatic stories of men being drugged 
to make them fight, or of the French 
army refusing to fight, circulated at 
the outbreak of the war in crank and 
anarchist circles. 


The War College figures and esti- 


mates indicate the total loss in one 
year of all the belligerents is about 
4 per cent killed in action, died of 
•wounds and died of disease. 


These figures, compiled from casu- 


alty lists obtained both from the al- 
lies and the central powers, are prob- 
ably too high for the fighting on the 
•western front, where the arts of pro- 
tection, cover, trenching and barrage 
fire cut down the number of slain. 


The average is fattened by the 


heavy losses on the Russian front, 
•where officers of the czar frequently 
drove unarmed men to storm German 
trenches, enfilading their own troops 
in the rear with machine gun fire to 
force them forward. 


The estimates also include the ter- 


ribly heavy losses of the first months 
of the war on the western front when 
the fighting was in the open and large 
masses 
of 
men 
were 
frequently 


caught by machine guns or subjected 
to direct shrapnel bombardment. 


There is reason to believe the west- 


ern front losses were twice as heavy 
earlier in the war as they are to-day, 
and the tendency is still downward.' 


This conclusion is supported by 


figures of insurance companies which 
insured Canadian regiments and the 
records of German trade unions and 
professional societies. Figures from 
the records of a German Typograph- 
ical L:nion, a Teachers' Society and a 
Berlin Bar Association reveal early 
losses as high as 8 per cent, later re- 
duced by half. 


Death by disease at the front is less 


likely than at home in time of peace. 
thanks to the fresh air, hard work 
and good food. 


Death from wounds is becoming 


very rare owing to the skill of the 
surgeons. 


About 18 per cent of the American 


armies will be wounded. This is less 
than one chance in five or five 
chances of coming out with a whole 
skin against one chance of a punc- 
ture. 


Of the wounded. 40 per cent re- 


cover completely and return to the 
fight. About 40 per cent are patched 
•up so that they can do work behind 
the lines such as policing, construc- 
tion work and garrisoning depots. 


About 20 per cent are permanently 


incapacitated 
for military service, 


but over half of these are able to do 
light work in civilian life. 


As the war has gone on and all the 


new weapons like gas and flame pro- 
jectors have been matched by new 
defensive measures, the percentage 
of losses has gone down steadily. It 
has now reached about the same pro- 
portion as the losses of the Civil 
War.

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FIRST DEATH FROM DISEASE 


JN THE UNITED STATES CAMP 


AT GETTYSBURG. 


Cancerous 
Condition 
Caused 
the 


Death of Soldier—Body Taken to 


Southern Home. 


Sidney Delaune, a native of Patter- 


son, Louisiana, and a member of Co. 
B, Provisional Battalion, was the 
firit death in the United States camp 
at Gettysburg on last Friday, Sept. 
28. The camp has been in existence 
for one week less than four months 
and there have only been t\vo deaths 
;n that time, and neither froi.-. naiuial 
causes one a suicide and the other 
an accidental death from a stray bul- 
let. 
The record of the camp here 


will not be found duplicated in mor- 
tality anywhere in the world and it is 
in large part due to the care given the 
ioldierb and as perfect a hospital ser- 
\ ice as can be created. A post-mor- 
tem examination revealed the fact 
that he had a cancerous condition of 
the liver and kidneys. Delaune en- 
listed on April 13th last. He was 22 
years old and single. He leaves his 
lather, three brothers and two sis- 
ters. A cousin is a member of Co. C, 
4th Infantry stationed here, of which 
regiment he was a member previous 
to his transfer to the Provisional 
Battalion. When he enlisted he gave 
the name of a sister as his nearest 
relative and she was immediately no- 
tified of his death. The body was 
sent to his home at Patterson, La. 


Mr*. Alice E. Motter, wife of W. 


Rein Motter, died at her home in 
Tancytown, on Friday evening, Sept. 
2i, after an illness of a little more 
than two weks.

beans: fifty-seven pound* of onions;. 
fifty-six pounds of Indian corn, rye or 
fine salt; fifty-five pounds of flaiseedr 
fifty-four pounds of sweet potatoes; 
fifty pounds of cornmeal, rye meal or 
carrots: fort?-eight pounds of barley oc- 
bnckwbcat; forty-five pounds of herds- 
grass, timothy seed or rough rice; for- 
ty-four pouuds of sea island cotton; 
seed; thirty-three pounds of dried' 
peaches: thirty-two pounds of 
thirty pounds of upland cotton 
twenry-fi-'-e pounds of dried apples?. 
twenty i/ounds of bran or shorts. For 
a fractional part of tbe bushel a like^ 
fractional part of the above weights.
